John Parkinson and other archi-

He also declared that the 
board has not decided whether wor 
not to select, if the appointing pow- 
er is given to it by the Council, a 
single — firm or to di- 
rect that the plans de drawn by the 
A Architects’ Association, com- 
posed of thirty-three leading archi- 
tectural firms of the city, which has 
offered to co-operate in preparing 
plans for the same fee which would 
be paid to a single architect. 

Councilman Conaway, a member 
of the committeé, raised the point 
that he believed the library board 
has full power under the city char- 
ter to appoint an architect and that 
the City Council's permission is not 
required. The committee took the 
entire matter under advisement un- 
til City Attorney Stephens has ren- 
dered a written opinion on the ques- 
tion raised by Mr. Conaway.

For the second time within «a 
month the name of Mrs. Katherine 
Wilson, wife of a local physician, ap- 
peared yesterday on police records 
as the central figure in a mysterious 
poisoning case.
